dance on the case ind the. post mor- 
tem examination at which Drs. Lee, 
Lewis and Bergman were present. 
“T saw a gunshot wound between 
the sixth and seventh ribs on Sco- 


: ville’s breast. It was on the left side 


and two and one-half inches from the 
median line. The ball ranged down- 
ward aod backward, and was found 
immediately beneath the skin. The 
ball entered between the sixth and 
seventh ribs, cutt ing the skin and the 
tissues beneath, the diaphragm, the 
left kidney, and the muscles imme- 
diately back of the kidneys. This 
wound caused Seoville’s death. It 
was necessarily fatal. The ball ran ged 
downward, at, I think, an angle of 35 
degrees. The exit of the ball was 
4½ inches below the entrance. It 
traveled about ten inches. 

Witness here illustrated on Mr. 
Coffin’s person the course of the ball 
witness continuing: There was no 
otner wound on the body. The ball 
ranged slightly to the left. Dr. Wm. 
Bergman was sworn rod corroborated 
Dr. Lewis’ testimony in each and 
every respect. 

TO-DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The Coroner resumed the inquiry 
into the cause of S. C. Scoville’s death 
at 9 o'clock this morning. H. G. 
McClellan sworn; Am a civil engineer. 
Have lived here one year. Am em- 
ployed on the Nevada and Oregon 
Railroad. Made that diagram on the 
wall which is a ground plan of the 
two rooms of the N. & O. office, and 
the walls of the middle office. The 
red spots show where blood was found 
on the floor, and on the steps outside. 
The marks on the doors and walls 
were to desigoate where blood spots 
and bullet holes were found. One 


| bullet hole was accidently made by 


District Attorney Rankin since the 
shootiog. There were four bullet 
holes described besides the one made 
by Mr. Rankin. One was through 
the west window aad a corrosponding 
hole in the house next west of the 
office where Mr. Havenor lives. At 
the office pointers were placed in 
the different positions occupied Ly the 
participants in the affair. The six 
persons answered to their names and 
District Attorney Rankin was placed 
upon the stand. He testified that be 
visited the premises with the other 
attorneys in the case. Discovered a 
bullet hole in the ceiled south wall ot 
the middle room, also a bullet hole on 
the north wall and where another 


bullet had struck making a dent in 


the wall. The two were about half an 


inch apart. The boles were a foot 


and a half from the floor. It was in 
range of the center of the doer lead- 
ing from the front into the second 
room. There was a bullet hole 
through the window and a mark on 
the side of the building 4 or 5 feet 
west of it. There wasa bullet mark 
upon a chair that had cut off a brass 
tack. Found three builets one in the 
building opposite, one inside the par- 
tition of south wall, and ove in the 
north partition. 
The bullets were then produced and 
marked accordiog to where they were 
found. 
When the bullet from the wall of 
the house opposite was shown, Mr. 
Dicxson asked the jury to compare in 
their minds this bullet with the one 
taken from Mr. Scoville’s body, and 
shown by Dr. Lewis. The ball weighed 


that taken from Mr. Scoville's body. 
They weighed 160 grains. 

David Allen sworn—Am an attor- 
ney at law. I was in the room where 
the shooting occurred, and about three 
hours after. Found a bullet under 
the legs of the chair that Mr. Coffin 


| was sitting in when I found the bul-

blood on the handle, thirty-eight inch 

The second was found by Coffin on 
‘the floor. It is a five-shooting British 
bull dog,” full loaded, and was given 
me the same day by Mr. Coffin. 

The next was marked Sunderland 
and all loaded. It ie a six-shooter, 
apparently new. 41 calibre, double 
acting. No one has claimed it and I 
only know the ownership by hearsay. 

The fourth and last is a Smith & 
Wesson, given me by Trenmor Coffin. 
It is a five-shooter, all loaded, 32 cali- 
bre, and not a self-cocker. I got no 
pistol from Judge Wheeler. He said 
he had none, 

M. C. Gardner examined the Bnit- 


said it resembled one owned by Mr. 
Scoville when he was alive, but he 


could not identify it as his. 

Geo. 8. Wood sworn—Was at the 
office of the N. & O. R. R. about 1 
o'clock on September 27th. Saw 8. 
C. Scoville there. He was well. Saw 
him after he was wounded. I was in 
front of the office talking to Judge 
Webster when Scoville walked out, 
baer his hand against his stomach. 

esaid, I am hurt.” I saw him 
the evening before he died. I saw no 
affray but heard several shuts just be- 
fore he walked out of the office. 

Constable, G. W. Avery sworn— 
Thomas Cogan gave me a pistol in 
my office after he was arrested. He 
took it out of his back pants pocket, 
It is a five shooter, Colt's 38 caiibre— 
not a self-sockwr—sil ver-plated, wood- 
en handle. It is full loaded. On the 
top of the barrel are the marks: Red 
Hot, No. 3.” 

Trenmor Coffin sworn—Was at the 
Nevada & Oregon office at the time of 
the difficulty. Mr. Scoville came there 
in health, and went away wounded 
from a gun shot wound received there. 

Thomas Moore sworn—Was present 
at the time of the difficulty in the N. 
& O. R. R. office. Mr. Scoville re- 
ceived the gun shot wound at that 
time, of which he died. 

The jury brought in a verdict in ac- 
cerdance with the facts heretofore 
published, and that “deceased came 
to his death by a gunshot wound io- 
flicted by some party to the jury un- 
known.”
